To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
CLOWN  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mrs.  Wood  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Condition  of  your  district,  for  the  year  1941,  the  second 
complete  year  spent  under  the  shadow  of  the  War  cloud. 

This  War  has  increased  the  normal  load  of  respousibility 
and  introduced  many  new  activities  within  the  ambit  of  the 
Health  Services.  The  population  has  been  subject  to  much 
fluctuation  owing  to  evacuation  from  outside  areas,  and  at  no 
time  is  it  so  vital  to  safeguard  the  health  of  the  community. 

The  health  of  this  District  has  been  satisfactory  except 
for  a number  of  scabies  cases  which  have  been  greater  than 
during  the  last  year. 

I wish  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  and 
support.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


During  1941,  the  number  of  e\acuees  in  this  distiict 
diminished  considerably  owing  to  the  decrease  in  bombing, 
which  occurred  in  some  of  the  evacuation  areas.  At  one 
time  there  were  1,434  evacuees  in  Clown  Rural  District,  but 
by  the  end  of  1941,  the  number  had  decreased  to  1,250. 

The  Hostels  at  Elm  Tree  House,  Tibshelf,  for  scabies, 
and  at  Amber  House,  Ashover,  for  difficult  children  weie  of 
great  help.  At  the  Elm  Tree  Hostel,  134  evacuees  were 
admitted  with  the  following  complaints  : —

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CHIEF  CAUSES  OF  INVALIDITY  IN 
THE  DISTRICT. 


SCABIES. 

The  most  outstanding  cause  of  invalidity  in  the  district 
has  been  an  outbreak  of  scabies,  which  affected  chiefly 
Whitwell  Parish,  and  to  a less  degree  Clown  and  Creswell. 
The  Infection  in  most  of  the  cases  was  brought  into  the 
district  by  soldiers  coming  home  on  leave  and  by  unofficial 
evacuees.  At  the  moment  there  is  no  means  of  treating  these 
cases  except  by  their  own  doctor,  as  the  North  Derbyshire 
Hospital  Board  has  decided  not  to  treat  them  at  the  local 
Fever  Hospitals,  as  they  have  done  in  the  past.  I understand 
that  the  adjoining  authorities  of  Dronfield,  Clay  Cross, 
Chesterfield  and  Staveley,  are  proposing  to  construct  a 
Cleansing  Station  at  Staveley,  and  I suggest  that  Clown  join 
in  with  th  :m  if  possible,  as  it  is  urgently  necessary  that  these 
cases  should  havs  proper  treatment  if  the  disease  is  not  to 
to  spread.

Milk  Supply. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  with  regard  to  the  whole- 
someness of  the  milk  produced  with  or  brought  into  the 
district. 

There  are  74  cowsheds,  dairies  and  milkshops,  and  72 
visits  were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff. 

The  National  Milk  Scheme  continues  to  be  popular.  It 
is  very  essential  if  the  nutrition  of  the  children  and  expectant 
mothers  is  to  be  maintained,  that  they  should  have  extra  milk 
at  a cheap  rate. 

The  consumption  cf  National  Dried  Milk  has  gone  up,  as 
the  difficulty  in  obtaining  other  kinds  of  dried  milk  increases. 
The  introduction  of  half  cream  milk  has  been  a great  boon  in 
the  case  of  some  delica'e  children  who  are  unable  to  digest 
full  cream  milk  During  1941,  1,256  small  children  were 
taking  milk  at  a cheap  rate,  and  234  were  obtaining  it  free. 


Nutrition. 

Arrangement s for  t he  provision  of  free  Cod  Liver  Oil  and 
Fruit  Juices  in  the  form  of  black  currant  juice  and  black 
currant  puree,  were  made  during  1941,  for  children  up  to  two 
years  of  age.  6o%  of  the  children  entitled  are  taking 
advantage  of  this  offer. 


Meat  Supply. 

d he  meat  for  this  area  is  now  slaughtered,  examined  and 
distributed  from  the  Public  Abattoir,  Chesterfield,  The 
Sanitary  Inspectors  paid  316  visits  to  butchers  shops  during 
the  last  twelve  months.

Diphtheria. 

57  Cases  were  notified  during  1941,  exactly  the  same 
number  as  in  1940.  All  were  removed  to  hospital  There 
were  3 deaths. 

Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  the  Medical  Practitioners, 
and  in  every  case  it  is  given  promptly. 


Immunisation. 

One  of  the  good  things  to  come  out  of  this  war  will  be 
the  protection  of  child  life  from  diphtheria.  Immunisation  is 
simply  the  injection  under  the  skin  of  a few  drops  of  fluid  in 
two  doses,  with  an  interval  of  4 weeks.  The  procedure  which 
is  simple,  safe  and  nothing  worse  than  a pin  prick  is  best 
done  early  in  a chil  I’s  life.  After  injections,  a few  weeks  are 
needed  for  full  protection  to  develop. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  immunisation  reduces  the 
incidence  of  clinical  diphtheria  to  i/ioth  of  the  usual  figure 
and  the  fa'ality  of  the  disease  to  zero. 

During  the  year,  1,989  school  children  were  completely 
immunised  in  this  district  out  of  an  estimated  total  of  school 
population  of  3,131.  This  is  63%  of  the  school  children.  The

48  Notifications  were  received,  compared  with  44  in 
1940,  and  24  in  1939.  There  were  no  deaths.  42  were 
removed  to  hospital. 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

137  Notifications  of  Whooping  Cough,  ard  147  of 
Measles  were  received.  This  epidemic  occurred  duiing  the 
Summer  months  and  consequently,  the  complications  were 
few.  There  was  one  death  from  Whooping  Cough. 


Cerebral  Spinal  Meningitis. 

10  Persons  suspected  of  havirg  this  disease  were  admitted 
in'o  Lodge  Moor  Hospital.  The  diagnosis  was  confi:  mtd  in 
six,  two  of  which  died.  All  the  six  cases  came  fiom  the 
Parish  of  Clown. 


Infantile  Paralyse. 

One  notification  was  received,  this  was  a child  age 
7 years,  an  evacuee  from  Birmingham,  lie  was  admitted  into 
Bretby  Hall  for  treatment. 


Dysentery  (Flexner). 

3 Cases  were  notified  at  a farm  in  Barlborough  Parish. 
The  infection  was  caused  by  polluted  drinking  water.
